Germany's new short wave ‘broaccesting centre at deesen, near Ber- 
lin, has-been completed by the erection of eleven directional aerials. 
It was built especially for the requirement of overseas commentators 
at tne Suinmer Olympic Games, but will be used for the ordinary German 
short wave stations, activities after the close of the Games. The trans- 
mitting centre consists of two large transmitter houses and twenty-one 
beam aerials. The new Short Jave Broadcasting Centre is the largest in 
the world. In the future it will be possible for Germany to broadcast 
to six zones simultaneously on six different wavelengths. During the 
Olympic Games, the largest number of simultaneous broadcasts was nine. 
uodulated high frequeney current is supplied to the aerials by wigh fre- 
quency cables, and a number of entirely new devices have been introduc- 
ed, to permit the rapid switching of the transmitters from one vwave- 
lenzth to another, Wwich is neccesary in spite of the large mimber of 
transmitters. 


Nevs Bulletins are broadcast in English nightly by JVH of Tokyo, 
about 12:40 A.u., BST at the conclusion of the Overseas Program, which 
begins around idnight BST. The transmission is on 14.6 megacycles or 
20.5 meters. Studios are in Tokyo, aitho transmitter i's located at
